Amos ’N’ Andy , famous radio broadcasting team, are head­ 
ing north for Minneapolis and will appear in person for one day , 
March 4, at the Minnesota theater. 
In real life these are two good friends who have worked to­ 
gether eight or nine y ears. Brainerd people just dote on Amos V 
Andy . 
We have visited people who broke up conversation or card 
play ing or musical numbers to tun« in for Amos n’ Andy . 
Th* 
affairs of the Fresh Air Taxicab Company have been thoroughly 
aired by Amos V Andy . 
Their visit at a restaurant and explora­ 
tion of the menu provided another scream 
Their work has gained national approval. 
The other day 
some one gave us a copy of the Christian Science Monitor and a 
column and a half was devoted to the work of the radio team, and 
it mentions that “ Amos V Andy ” are perhaps prouder of the ap­ 
proval they get from Negro radio listeners than any thing else. 
They feel it is proof that their comedy does not ridicule the Negro 
character although it gets its laughs out of the funny speech and 
ideas of the uneducated darky . 
But comedy of this sort amuses 
nobody more than Negroes themselves, they find, while at the 
same time it reaches a wide ra nge of white listeners. 
In a recent 
a rtists’ contest conducted by W DAF, Kansas City , “ Amos 
n’ 
Andy ” led all other radio entertainment for popularity in the bal­ 
lots of 15,000 voters. 
The two men who first went on the air in 1025 as “ Sam V 
Henry ,” then changed studios and names, have; worked out a ty pe 
of short radio entertainment with a technique all its own. 
They 
saw at the start that it would not do to take over the form of the 
vaudeville act and its “ ga gs” if they were* going to build up a feel­ 
ing of intimacy with their audiences and talk to them night a fter 
night. 
“ Gags” six times a week, even the best of them, would 
soon grow stale. 
So when they write their dialogue, if a joke 
creeps in, out i1 goes. 
Their sty le of humor is deeper. 
“ Bur­ 
lesquing human life ’ is what Freeman F. Gosden, “ Amos,” calls 
it. 
“ Amos” is from Virginia. 
“ Andy ,” or Charles .). Correll, is 
from Peoria, 111. 
Much of their material they get out of their long acquaintance 
with colored people, Mr. Gosden dra wing on his boy hood in Vir­ 
ginia. 
If they want new' ideas they make a visit to Chicago’s 
south side, or i>erhaps travel through the South. 
Then they go 
back to writing their sketches day a fter day . 
These boy s have worked out a novel method of sy ndicating 
their daily feature to radio sta tions at distant points. 
Only from 
Chicago can they radiocast in person. 
For the other cities they 
make records. 
This method is made possible by the brevity of 
the nightly dialogue, for “ Amos ’n’ Andy ” limit themselves to ten 
minutes and jt is not difficult to record ten minutes of talk, about 
1500 words, on a disc. 
In every case listeners are told tha t they are to hear records, 
and the method has proved sa tisfa ctory . 
The records are used 
only once, them returned and never sold. 
Newspapers featuring 
“ Amos ’n’ Andy ” are supplied also with a comic strip which sup­ 
plements their radio act and serves to introduce it.

O n ly 25.7 per cent of the rural children from fifteen to eigh­ 
teen y ears of age who are within reach of high schools avail them- 
;w*!ves of the opportunity to acquire more education, say s “ Success­ 
ful Farming.” 
On the other hand, 71.1 per cent of urban chil­ 
dren of high school age take advantage' of their high schools. 
Commenting upon this fact, a report of the Bureau of Hdu- 
eation sa y s: “ Rural dwellers cannot hope to compete advantage­ 
ously with urban dwellers for a living as long as their educational 
equipment is so generally inferior.” 
Rural children who do attend rural high schools are short­ 
changed in time to the extent that only 12.7 per cent of them are 
in schools that are open 180 day s or more; 76.4 per cent attend 
from 160 to 180 day s; and 10.9 per cent receive less than 160 day s 
of high schooling a y ear. 
City children are again given the ad­ 
vantage of longer school periods for 59.4 per cent of city high 
schools are in session more than 180 day s a y ear. 
Only three- 
tenths of one per cent of city or large town schools are open less 
than 160 day s. 
Spread these differences over four y ears and y ou will see to 
what extent the rural children have been short-changed in educa­ 
tional opportunities. 
Is it any wonder that so many have difficul­ 
ties when they attempt to go to college? 
However, only 20 per 
cent of rural high school graduates attend college. 


KKCONPAKA HOADS 


No one living in the rural districts of Minnesota could regret 
the expenditure of $2,700,000 on the secondary 
ro a ds. 
Only in­ 
div idua ls who travel over those roads can realize how much money 
is, needed to improve them, and smooth trunk highway s are of lit­ 
tle use to persons residing five or ten miles from them if they 
cannot get out to them. 
But it would seem an exceedingly wise precaution to have 
some central supervision over the expenditure of a sum of approx­ 
imately $3,000,000 on a sy stem of county aid roads so that there 
may be some continuity in the sy stem over the1 state as a whole. 
Those of us residing in the rural districts know all too well 
that each village makes a strong bid for the trade patronage in 
the surrounding farm territory . 
Even now in a county such a 
procedure ¿ is leaving one mile of ¿i road unimproved to make dif­ 
ficult the driving to a certain market point is not unheard of.— 
Princ e ton Union

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AMOS ’N* A NOV 


A mos ’N’ ANDY, famous radio broadcasting team, are head­ 
ing north for Minneapolis and will appear in person for one day, 
March 4, at the Minnesota theater. 
In real life these are two good friends who have worked to­ 
gether eight or nine years. Brainerd people just dote on Amos ’n’ 
Andy. We have visited people who broke up conversation or card 
playing or musical numbers to tune in for Amos ’n’ Andy. 
The 
affairs of the Fresh Air Taxicab Company have been thoroughly 
aired by Amos ’n’ Andy. 
Their visit at a restaurant and explora­ 
tion of the menu provided another scream 
Their work has gained national approval. 
The other day 
some one gave us a copy of the Christian Science Monitor and a 
column and a half was devoted to the work of the radio team, and 
it mentions that “Amos ’n' Andy” are perhaps prouder of the ap­ 
proval they get from Negro radio listeners than anything else. 
They feel it is proof that their comedy does not ridicule the Negro 
character although it gets its laughs out of the funny speech and 
ideas of the uneducated darky. 
But comedy of this sort amuses 
nobody more than Negroes themselves, they find, while at the 
same time it reaches a wide cange of white listeners. 
In a recent 
artists’ contest conducted by W DAF, Kansas City, “Amos ’n’ 
Andy” led all other radio entertainment for popularity in the bal­ 
lots of 15,000 voters. 
The two men who first went on the air in 1925 as “Sam ’n’ 
Henry,” then changed studios and names, have worked out a type 
of short radio entertainment with a technique all its own. 
They 
saw at the start that it would not do to take over the form of the 
vaudeville act and its “gags” if they were going to build up a feel­ 
ing of intimacy with their audiences and talk to them night after 
night. 
“Gags” six times a week, even the best of them, would 
soon grow stale. 
So when they write their dialogue, if a joke 
creeps in, out it goes. 
Their style of humor is deeper. 
“Bur­ 
lesquing human life” is what Freeman F. Gosden, “Amos,” calls 
it. 
“Amos” is from Virginia. 
“Andy,” or Charles J. Correl!, is 
from Peoria, 111. 
Much of their material they get out of their long acquaintance 
with colored people. Mr. Gosden drawing on his boyhood in Vir­ 
ginia- 
If they want new ideas they make a visit to Chicago’s 
south side, or perhaps travel through the South. 
Then they go 
back to writing their sketches day after day. 
These boys have worked out a novel method of syndicating 
their daily feature to radio‘stations at distant points. 
Only from 
Chicago can they radiocast in person. 
For the other cities they 
make records. 
This method is made possible by the brevity of 
the nightly dialogue, for “Amos ’n’ Andy” limit themselves to ten 
minutes and it is not difficult to record ten minutes of talk, about 
1500 words, on a disc. 
In every case listeners are told that they are to hear records, 
and the method has proved satisfactory. 
The records are used 
only once, then returned and never sold. 
Newspapers featuring 
“Amos ’n’ Andy” are supplied also with a comic strip which sup­ 
plements their radio act and serves to introduce it.

On l y 25.7 per cent of the rural children from fifteen to eigh­ 
teen years of age who are within reach of high schools avail them­ 
selves of the opportunity to acquire more education, says “Success­ 
ful Farming.” 
On the other hand, 71.1 per cent of urban chil­ 
dren of high school age take advantage of their high schools. 
Commenting upon this fact, a report of the Bureau of Edu­ 
cation says: “Rural dwellers cannot hope to compete advantage­ 
ously with urban dwellers for a living as long as their educational 
equipment is so generally inferior.” 
Rural children who do attend rural high schools are short­ 
changed in time to the extent that only 12.7 per cent of them are 
in schools that are open 180 days or more; 76.4 per cent attend 
from 160 to 180 days; and 10.9 per cent receive less than 160 days 
of high schooling a year. 
City children are again given the ad­ 
vantage of longer school periods for 59.4 per cent of city high 
schools are in session more than 180 days a year. 
Only three- 
tenths of one per cent of city or large town schools are open less 
than 160 days. 
Spread these differences over four years and you will see to 
what extent the rural children have been short-changed in educa­ 
tional opportunities. 
Is it any wonder that so many have difficul­ 
ties when they attempt to go to college? 
However, only 20 per 
cent of rural high school graduates attend college.

No one living in the rural districts of Minnesota could regret 
the expenditure of $2,700,000 on the secondary roads. 
Only in­ 
dividuals who travel over those roads can realize how much money 
is needed to improve them, and smooth trunk highways are of lit­ 
tle use to persons residing five or ten miles from them if they 
cannot get out to them. 
But it would seem an exceedingly wise precaution to have 
some central supervision over the expenditure of a sum of approx­ 
imately $6,000,000 on a system of county aid roads so that there 
may be some continuity in the system over the state as a whole. 
Those of us residing in the rural districts know all too well 
that each village makes a strong bid for the trade pa iron age in 
the surrounding farm territory. 
Even now in a county such a 
procedure as leaving one mile of a road unimproved to make dif­

Ed Day will droll his familiar “all 
aboard” and “highball out of town” 
for the last time next Friday. 
For Edward Day— he says he never 
signed his name Edward except wire?

CONDUCTOR ED DAY 


grown up with the railroad industry 
in Minnesota. 
Few railroaders in 
this territory are better known. 
Of 
the old school. Ed Day points to a 
clean chart— never has he been late 
for duty and never bas a passenger 
on bis train been injured through 
any fault which cbuld be attributed 
to him. 
And he has worked for tho 
railroad since the day of wood burn­ 
ers, kerosene lamps and hand brakes. 
It is said of Mr. Day that he lots 
a wider acquaintance among travel­ 
ers than any other railroad man 
operating into the Twin City ter­ 
minal. 
Through the long years V 
his .service he adhered rigidly to a 
preference for local rifns. 
And he 
has had a fulsome experience. There 
was a day In Ed Day's railroading 
when he punched tickets for virtu­ 
ally every person who traveled in the 
territory served by his run. 
He has 
seen many of these persons adopt 
the rubber tire mode of transporta 
tion afforded by the private auto 
mobile. 
He recalled last night many 
trips on which he handled trains or 
local runs so crowded that it was 
difficult to make his way through the 
aisles and between the coaches. 
Mr. Day was born ut Appleton 
Wis.. Feb. 22. 1859. 
He began bis 
service with the Northern Pacific a 
a brakeman on the St. Paul division 
Jan. 27, 1887. and was promoted to 
conductor July 20, 1889, 
“I always have 
preferred 
local 
runs,” Mr. Day said. 
“I like to 
know my passengers. 
I have made 
many trips into and out of St. Paul 
and Minneapolis on which I kin a 
the destination aud the nature cf 
the business of virtually every man 
or woman who boarded the train. 
T here is something friendly about a 
local run. 
I enjoyed myself most 
when I was at work.” 
Mr. Day has had an unusual op­ 
portunity to know people. 
“A passenger conductor’s job al­ 
ways is to protect bis passengers arm 
the railroad company he represent .” 
Mr. Day continued. 
“ V passenger 
condue tor < u a night train made up 
of Pullman sleept rs nev er is unmind­ 
ful ct his obligation to those sleep­ 
ing persons. 
In that respect I think 
his job is different than most others. 
He must be watchful and vigilant 
every minute he is on his run, aud 
I never knew a passenger conductor 
who did not thus perform. 
There 
are amusing features also. 
Children 
are privileged to ride at half far* un­ 
til they are 12 years old. 
I think 
many parents forget that children 
grow older each year. 
I recall oui} 
a few days ago that a woman board* d 
my train at St. Cloud. 
She was ac­ 
companied by a boy. 
She offered rite 
a full fare and a half fare ticket. 
‘How old aw* you. my lad,’ I asked 
the boy. 
‘Thirteen.’ lie responded 
readily. 
The mother therefore was 
required to pay full fare. 
I have 
found invariably when I am in doubt 
about the age of a child riding at 
belt fare that the way to determine 
the age is to ask the child. 
But in 
my experience I have found few- dis­ 
turbing features; about the job of a 
railroad 
conductor, 
and

have 
known thousands of passengers.”

Sympathetic, he coniforteJ 
many who boarded his trains with 
saddened hearts on serious missions. 
He will end his active career on his 
St. Paul-Braiuerd run.
